Thfm roronily came to the Home 
h Frenchman who, not only was a 
anhoJar In oue Hue, but wo;; a linguist 
of no mean ability, Beiflriwi 1Mb na- 
tive t-onarje, he hpoke four of Item, 
and the dead languages wero xn open 
book, PollHhed, gentlemanly and 
dignified — a man nt for nnv drawing- 
room, ami yet through misfortune 
lift wight this industrial Home that 
lie might be kept from the incletn- 
»itty nf the weaihor Si-n.-e lenvlnu 
lite Home, (Japtoln Bradlwv had the 
pTeawire of knowing the man whom 
ha helped and befrteiidod, had proven 
worthy cT bin kindness, and was 
again a respected member of society. 
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Another man who bad carried a 
doctor of divinity's degree, was com- 
pelled to seek refuge here Tor a time 
and, like the French linguist, proved 
his worth. 

A son of a railroad president called 
at the home one evening and asked 
ror lodging.

England. 




a HE Army's latest Soc'al 
acquisition Is Sturge 
House, la tbe Bow Road, 
London, England, -which 
Is being fitted up as a 
Home for destitute boys. We gather 
from tbe London social Gazette 
tbat It Is tbe aim of Commls- 
s'oner Sturgess and als assistants 
to make It a real homo for tbe boys, 
and to eliminato as far as possible 
the institutional features. 

Here It is Intended more especially 
to provide the lad who began life 
In surround'ngs which gave htm no 
chance to make out anything good, 
with an opportunity to start again 
before much barm Is done; and as 
on e of the most powerful factors in 
the formation of character— and It 
is character which Is to mafee or 
mar tbe man— Is the Influence of 
home life. Tbe Army's purpose In 
Sturge House la to supply that in- 
dispensable adjunct. 

At tbe same time, the Home t?1U 
bav e its distinct uses aa a p!ace of 
reception for runaway boys who, hav- 
ing found that the London of to-day 
Is not quite the city it was ?n the 
days of Dick WbKtlngton— or at 
any rate, tbe golden dream of tbelr 
imagination— also discover they are 
on their beam-ends Instead of at the 
famous tale-stone. 

It is some tea years ago since The 
Army definitely get Itself to provide 
for destitute boys and those in 
danger of becoming criminals. Many 
of these had applied for help and, is 
sp'te of lack of facilities for doisg 
the work, much good was accomplish- 
ed; hut It bad 'ong been foreseen 
that, to cope adequately witb tha 
problem these lads created, a build- 
ing such as we have now secure 
would be needed. 



One of the first Inquiries, received 
within a few hours of the decls'on 
to do something for onch boys, was 
from the father of a lad who had 
evidenced a beat towards wtttag- 
dolng. In response to lbs father's 
plt;ful appeal, the boy was ta&en. In 
band, and so well did tie profit by tbe 
care and attention tie received, that 
he now occupies a promjoent por- 
tion as a musician in His Majesty's 
service. From this first raw, the 
work developed until it was consti- 
tuted s separate branch of Social 
effort, w'th this Home as the latest 
advance. 

During the last eight years, 2.300 
bos's have passed through the care 
r>t the Boys' Department, a third of 
whom wers runaways from borne. A 
number .& oilers, wfeo were fousd 
to be qaite ■ friesdlass, were placed 
In. employaaeDt. where tkey were 
oftea received as members ©f the 
families of tbejr employers, and 
from both master asd boy, cheering 
Jijtters are cesl!EsaUy rsfcch'ag Jia 
Social Head^eartera.

In this life rewards 

1 are not proportionate 

to virtue, nor punishments to vice. 
That this la so.fs self-evident. The re- 
lation between eonduct and fonrtl- 
t'on Is unequal. All around us we 
may see that tho good and worlliy 
are oppreHBed, while the bad and un- 
worthy flourish. So manifest Is this, 
that it often appears as though there 
Is no Judge taking account of human 
action, or that If there be one. He 
Judges unjuatly. There Is, however, 
another poss'blllty. It Is this— that 
Judgment Is deferred to another life; 
that there Is, in fact, "a Judgment 
to come." 

Sowing and reading govern onc- 
another ,wlth inexorable certainty, as 
to everything In this life except as 
to done good and doing evil. The 
exception has proved a. terrible trial 
to men of all kinds, eavage and civil- 
ised, good and bad, since the world 
was made, It hss cut deep agonies 
In the human bouI since first the 
human soul began to suffer. Out of 
those agonies has sprung a conv'c- 
tfon even deeper still— so de?p. In- 
deed, that It as never really bsen 
shaken — that human existence does 
not end with the grave, but that In 
some other world, or In some other 
state, these Inequalities will be rect'- 
fied, the balance will he restored, 
and goodnesa will receive its fair re- 
ward, while sin will moot, its proper 
penalty. 

* • • • 

Now, the Bible fully harmonises 
with reason and Instinct In th's mat- 
ter. It declares from heginnng to 
end, with a consistency and confi- 
dence which arc sublime, that just 
fiuch a thing will happen as men's 
hearts have from (he dawn of tirr.o 
eltber des'red or feared. The fijst 
of the prophets, Enoch, only seventh 
from Adam, forelold it. "Behold," be 
said, "the Lord cornel h with «en 
thousands of His sa'nts to e*e?u:e 
Judgment upon all," And Paal. al- 
most the latest of the great prophet- 
ic voices, with equal deflnlteness 
cried atoud In moat memorable words 
that "Cod hath appointed a day in 
the wh'ch he will judge the world 
In righteousness, by that man wboii 
He had ordained, where of He lias 
given assurance to all men in ibat 
He hath raised him from the dead." 
What reason and Instinct demand, 
therefore, revelation has clearly fore- 
told. 

Th'@ demand — we might almost 
Call it a nw-esBlty— is equally ev'd-nt 
when we look at some other facts of 
human experience which are mani- 
fest In the idea of a future judgment 
of mankind. 

How strong, for esample, a»d Sow 
widespread Is the conviction »*t *b-

The respons'bll ty that rests upon 
every Salvationist to give a welcome 
to Lite stranger who conie3 wltliln 
our eaten, should ever be present 
with ub, It Is not only the duty of 
those actively engaged In our Imml- 
gratlon Department, to so extend 
courtesy and kindliness to the new 
comer, but It 5b the bounden duty o! 
all Salvationists to welcome and as- 
sist those who cast in their lot with 
this nntlon, ao that not only will the 
Ind'vlduals the sooner become pro- 
ducers and contributors to the 
country's weal, hut by so do'ng will 
thus prevent Individual Buffering. 

We cannot speak too highly ot tho 
devotion to the cause of the new- 
comer on the part of our Immigration 
Brigade, or ot the success that at- 
tends their efforts. Still, abundant 
opportunlt'es for doing good In this 
direction, rcinuin tor tho comrades 
who are not officially connected with 
the Immigration Work, 

We observe that the railway 
offlolals figure out tbat immigration 
Into Canada thl s season, since Janu- 
ary 1st, from Europe, la almost 
112,000 people, which Is considerably 
more than for the whole of last 
year.

sympathy whatever, v th the attempt 
to throw wldo oi>en the gate for an 
Indiscriminate Influx of populat'on, 
As already mated, the stream ot 
general Immigration ts rapidly In- 
creasing In volume, but wo note with 
great satisfaction, the improved class 
of people who come to Canada — Wo 
congratulate, all concerned. 

Whatever we, as Salvationists may 
do In assisting the new-comer, let 
us remember that It 19 righteousness 
that exttltelh a nation. It Is up to 
• us to do our best to bi-'ng this about.

The chief business place 
In the town Is a general store main- 
tained by the company, tbe profits of 
which are devoted to such purposes 
as the townspeople shall decide on. 
A commodious and well-equipped hos- 
pital, has, hy the generosity of the 
Nortbcllffea, also heen built, and 
ample provision made for education 
and recreation as witness the sub- 
stantial, well-kept school and club 
buildings that adorn the town. The 
. schools are undenominational and all 
' sects, except the Roman Catholic, co- 
operate In their maintenance. There 
is a well-organised fire department, 
and the town ia dotted with little red 
buildings, in which are housed Are- 
fighting apparatus. 

The enterprise of the owners and 
the wealth and heanty of the situa- 
tion provide a combination that will 
likely make the town of Grand Falls 
one of the most attractive centres Id 
America.
